New Year’s eve some thirty years aqo—and 
we were keeping It right merrily at the old 
mauor-bonse of Stor Aswan, the home of my 
childhood, as it had been that of my forefa­ 
thers for many generations. 
The pleasant­ 
est spot in all the world, I thought, and still 
think, that quaint Norwegian homestead,with 
ta bull walls and birchbark roof, which suc­ 
ceeding summers had rendered verdant with 
an evergieon thatch of moss and lichens.— 
Just now, however, this was not visible, lor 
snow lay thickly upon it, us It had lain for 
weeks past, not only there, but upon all the 
country round. 
It was the hardest winter there had beau for 
fifty years—so the old folks said—and they 
foretold its continuance for some weeks long­ 
er. 
Al! this, however, did not allect any of our 
party, who were all Norse men und maidens 
born, used lo the cold, full of health and 
spirits. I, Kila Bicorn, daughter of the house, 
was the wildest of (hat mad circle who had 
assembled at Stor Aswan that Christmas-tide 
to do honor to my betrothal to Erie Jarl, the 
lover of my youth, ere long to be my has 
band. 
Al soon as the birch trees put forth 
their first green tassels, in the early sprit), 
time, I Was to leave my old home for a new 
one; so now, surrounded by kinsfolk and 
neighbors, we were k ee p in g this last anulver 
vary of my spinsterhood in goodly fashion 
So In dancing, feasting, and merry-making 
the week sped, until it fow horns more would 
vee us all scattered In various directions, to 
meet again we knew not when or where.— 
For the last day, therefore, we had reserved 
the chief pleasure, the crowning point of all 
our enjoyment—a sleighing and skatlag party 
to Stor Aswan, a mounluin-encircled lake 
some ten miles further north, the same from 
which onr homestead derived Its quaint Runic 
name. 
This was to be our vail or greeting to 
the New Year—our welcome to the incoming 
guest. 
. 
Brightly dawned tho eventful morning 
clear as one’s heart could desire. 
Blue was 
the sky as sapphire, whilst the freshly fallen 
snow sparkled and shone as though strewn 
with living gems. 
All nature seemed rejoic 
ing like ourselves at the adveut of another 
year, and one already so full of promise.— 
Without, the sleigh bells tinkled and chimed 
merrily, making the frosty air ring again as 
the gayly caparisoned horses pawed aud 
shook their heads, impatient as their owner 
to be off. 
At length we started, Erie and I as 
hosts being the last of the party; for of course 
he was my charioteer. 
Of that day I shall not speak; wo were all 
young and in wild spirits, and some of us in 
love. I, blue-eyed, golden-haired Ella Bicorn, 
was tho acknowledged belle and queen of the 
party, and Erie, my lover, the most stalwart 
youth of the country-side. 
But all things, 
even tho pleasantest, must come to an end.— 
So when the shades of evening began to fall 
heavily, merging earth, sky, and water Into 
one gray leaden cloud, we began our jour­ 
ney homewards. 
Tired out with my exer 
(ions, us soon as we started I nestled down 
amongst tho soft furs In the sleigh, and, 
soon fell fast asleep. 
How

I slept I 
knew not, but when I awoke it was snowing 
fast, and the darkness so intense that we 
could not see a hand’s breadth before us—I 
called lo Erie, who was driving, and asked if 
all was well. 
To which the answer came 
back, half deadened by the thick at Biosphere, 
All well, but for God’s sake try to keep 
awake.” 
So I aroused myself and sat up, kuowing 
that sleep iu that bitter night air might mean 
death. 
Of any other fear I had no thought, 
when suddenly I heard another sound come 
up with the wind—a long-drawn hollow moan 
Twice or thrico it came at intervals, this 
weird noise, each time nearer and more dis­ 
tinct. 
The third time the ponies uiso heard 
it, for they sprang forward with an impetus 
that almost shook me out of the carriage. 
Frightened, I said to Erie, “ What, oh I what 
is th at!” 
Aud tike answer came back, short 
and stem, “ The Salten Helves I” 
Then began that terrible chase “ for dear 
life” which, though we should both live for 
twice our allotted span, we could never for­ 
get. 
Swiftly we sped along, our steeds tm 
polled by a terror as great as our owu, until 
they appeared almost to fly. 
Breathlessly we 
hearkened, hoping oven yet to leave the ene­ 
my behind. 
Bul no, they travelled with us, 
gained upon us, nearer und yet nearer—their 
cry growing perceptibly from au uncertain 
vague voice of the darkness into the unmis­ 
takably wolf-like note. 
We knew from the di­ 
rection from whence it curne that they were 
tracking us by scent; so now our last poor 
chance lay iu the darkness of the night and 
our nearness to Stor Aswon. 
Erie still held 
the reins, and I cowered down at the bottom 
of the sloigli, aud prayed more earnestly than 
I had ever yet done in my life " for an in­ 
crease of the snow-drift or aught, even a 
miracle, if ll might only save us." 
On and on, for a lime that seemed inter­ 
minable, yet might in truth have been bul a 
few moments. 
Then the storm ceased, the 
moon emerged front her shelter, and we saw 
half a mite in our rear a dark Hue coming 
swiftly aud steadily down upon us. 
In the 
middle of a white plain, with no nook orcor- 
ner visible wherein we could take refuge, and 
still nearly a league from home, our case 
looked hopeless enough. 
So our pursuers 
seemed to tbiuk, as they now caught sight of 
us for the first time, aud lifting their black 
muzzles from the ground gave vent to a howl 
of savage exultation. I could have screamed, 
too, when I heard it, for fright wfis driving 
me half wild; it was so unutterably horrible 
to perish thus. 
But a glance at Erie, so 
calm aud steadfast, gave me new courage. 
I 
felt that, come what might, we should at 
least die together. 


Faster aad faster we flew, like hunted ani­ 
mals, death behind us coming on apace—a 
few yards more und be would claim us for bis 
own. 
Already I could hear the rapid breath­ 
ing of out foes, see their fierce eyes and white 
teeth, glittering and gleaming in the moon­ 
light.

FOR DEAR LIFE. 
New Year’s eve some thirty years ago—and 
we were keeping it right merrily at the old 
niaoor-bouse of Stor Aswan, the home of my 
childhood, as it had been that of my forefa­ 
thers for many generations. The pleasant­ 
est spot in all the world, I thought, and still 
think, that quaint Norwegian homestead, with 
ts bull walls and birchbark roof, which suc­ 
ceeding summers had rendered verdant with 
an evergieen thatch of moss and Mchens.— 
Just uow, however, this was not visible, for 
snow lay thickly upon it, as it had lain for 
weeks past, not only there, but upon all the 
country round. 
It was the hardest winter there had been for 
fifty years—so the old folks said—and they 
foretold its continuance for some weeks long­ 
er.All this, however, did not aflect any of our 
party, who were all Norse men and maidens 
born, used to the cold, full of health and 
spirits. I, Ella Bieorn, daughter of the house, 
was the wildest of that mad circle who had 
assembled at Stor Aswan that Christmas-tide 
to do honor to my betrothal to Eric Jarl, the 
lover of my youth, ere long to be my hus­ 
band. As soon as the birch trees put forth 
their first green tassels, iu the early spring­ 
time, I was to leave my old home for a new 
one; so now, surrounded by kinsfolk and 
neighbors, we were keeping this last anniver­ 
sary of my spinsterhood in goodly fashion. 
• So in dancing, feasting, and merry-making 
the week sped, until a few liouis more would 
see us all scattered In various directions, to 
meet again we knew not when or where.— 
For the la3t day, therefore, we had reserved 
the chief pleasure, the crowning point of all 
our enjoyment—a sleighing and skating party 
to Stor Aswan, a mountain-encircled lake 
some ten miles further north, the same from 
which onr homestead derived its quaint Runic 
name. This was to be our vail or greeting to 
the New Year—our welcome to the incoming 
guest. 
Brightly dawned the eventful morning, 
clear as one’s heart could desire. Blue was 
the sky as sapphire, whilst the freshly fallen 
snow sparkled and shone as though strewn 
with liviug gems. All nature seemed rejoic­ 
ing like ourselves at the advent of another 
year, and one already so full of promise.— 
Without, the sleigh bells tinkled and chimed 
merrily, making the frosty air ring again as 
the gayly caparisoned horses pawed and 
shook their heads, impatient as their owner 
to be off. At length we started, Eric and I as 
hosts being the last of the party; for of course 
lie was my charioteer. 
Of that day I shall not speak; we were all 
young and in wild spirits, and some of us in 
love. I, blue-eyed, golden-haired Ella Bieorn, 
was the acknowledged belle and queen of the 
parly, and Eric, my lover, the most stalwart 
youth of the country-side. But all things, 
even the pleasantest, must come to an end.— 
So when the shades of evening began to fall 
heavily, merging earth, sky, and water into 
one gray leaden cloud, we began our jour­ 
ney homewards. Tired out with my exer­ 
tions, as soon as ws started I nestled down 
amongst the soft furs in the sleigh, and, 
soon fell fast asleep. How long I slept I 
knew not, but when I awoke it was snowing 
fast, and the darkness so intense that we 
could not see a band’s breadth before us—I 
called to Eric, wlio was driving, and asked if 
all was well. To which the answer came 
back, half deadened by the thick atmosphere, 
“ All well, but for God’s sake try to keep 
awake.” 
So I aroused mysolf and sat up, knowing 
that sleep in that bitter night air might mean 
death. Of any other fear I had no thought, 
when suddenly I heard another sound come 
up with the wind—a long-drawn hollow moan. 
Twice or thrico it came at intervals, this 
weird noise, each time nearer and more dis­ 
tinct. The third time the ponies also heard 
it, for they sprang forward wilb an impetus 
that almost shook me out of the carriage.— 
Frightened, I said to Eric, “ What, oh I what 
is that ?” And the auswer came back, short 
and stern, “ The Salten wolves 1” 
Then began that terrible chase “ for dear 
life” which, though wo should both live for 
twice our allotted span, we could never for­ 
get. Swiftly we sped along, our steeds im­ 
pelled by a terror as great as our ow n, until 
they appeared almost to fly. Breathlessly we 
hearkened, hoping even yet to leave the ene­ 
my behind. But no, they travelled with us, 
gained upon us, nearer and yet nearer—their 
cry growing perceptibly from an uncertain 
vague voice of the darkness into the unmis­ 
takably wolf-like note. We knew from the di­ 
rection from whence it came that they were 
tracking us by scent; so now our last poor 
chance lay in the darkness of the night and 
our nearness to Stor Aswon. Eric still held 
the reins, and I cowered down at the bottom 
of the sleigh, and prayed more earnestly than 
I had ever yet done in my life “ for an in­ 
crease of the snow-drift or aught, even a 
miracle, if it might only save us.” 
On and on, for a time that seemed inter­ 
minable, jet might in truth have been but a 
few moments. Then the storm ceased, the 
moon emerged from her shelter, aud we saw 
half a mile in our rear a dark line coming 
swiftly and steadily down upon us. In the 
middle of a white plain, with no nook or cor­ 
ner visible wherein we could take refuge, and 
still nearly a league from home, our case 
looked hopeless enough. So our pursuers 
seemed to thiuk, as they now caught sight of 
U3 for the first time, and lifting their black 
muzzles from the ground gave vent to a howl 
of savage exultation. I could have screamed, 
too, when I heard it, for fright was driving 
me half wild; it was so unutterably horrible 
to perish thus. But a glance at Eric, so 
calm and steadfast, gave me new courage. I 
felt that, come what might, we should at 
least die together. 
Faster and faster we flew, like hunted ani­ 
mals, death behind U3 coming on apace—a 
few yards more and he would claim us for his 
own. Already I could hear the rapid breath­ 
ing of our foes, see their fierce eyes and white 
teeth, glittering and gleaming in the moon­ 
light. Prompted by Eric, I threw out the 
bearskin rug which protected me from the 
cold. For a moment they paused, smelt at It, 
then on with fresh fury after their old prey.— 
One by one cushions, wraps, all went over to 
the hungry pack, each gaining usan instant’s 
precious delay. As the last fell from my hand 
the foremost wolf bounded forward, just miss­ 
ing my arm, while bis strong, crnel jaws met 
with a painfully audible snap. 
Then Eric turned and looked at me—a long, 
loving glance—and began knotting the reins 
to the iron side of the driving-seat. Instinc­ 
tively divining his purpose of giving his life 
to save mine, I sprang forward and, clingiDg 
to him frantically, I whispered, 
“ Dearest, remember, we stand or fall to­ 
gether I” 
Asuddeu thought, justified by our dire ex­ 
tremity, flashed through my brain—it was at 
best a forlorn hope. Quickly I bent over Eric, 
snatched the hunting-knife from his belt, and 
cut loose the nearest pony. With an almost 
human cry of pain the poor animal galloped 
of! with the ravenous pack after it. A few 
strides only and it was surrounded, overpow­

steed. It was a cruel sacrifice, but necessity 
knows no law, and by it we were saved. 
In after years, as we sat tound the fire at 
New Year’s eve, with the storm beating wild­ 
ly as now against the casement, and the win­ 
try twilight closing in, our children would ask 
to hear, “ once more,” the oft-told tale of the 
“ Salten wolves,” or our flight “ for dear life. ’

to promote a legal war of extermination. 
Tbe 
bill, b o tw er, if we remember rightly, never 
reached a Vole and became addled under the 
long-sitting Committee on Territories. W ittiu 
a few days past tho Judiciary Committee, 
which properly bas charge of the business, has 
reported a few sentences on Mormon matters 
act to much less belligerent music. 
It pro­ 
poses, in effect, a compromise wldcb, if the 
measure becomes a law, will reduce aud limit 
the extraordinary powers of tbe Mormon Pro­ 


bate Courts and lessen somewhat tho too-fre- 
qnent collisions between them and the United 
States Courts in Utah territory. 
The House 
Committee on Elections has also a resolution 
iqvolving about the same practical conse­ 
quences and disposing of the contested seat 
quarrel by declaring Mr. Cannon elected. 
Either bill will bring before Congress the 
whole subject of the relation of Mormonism, 
In all its aspect?, for discussion. 
One thing 
more, however, we should add: the legisla­ 
tion now pending places the civil control of 
Utah altogether in the hands of United States 
officials; the Judiciary bill containing a clause 
of the utmost stringency concerning polygamy 
as a criminal offence. 
It places any Mormon 
with more than one wife under the thumb of 
judges und juries inimical to the institution 
aud makes conviction certain on evidence of 
the most general description. 
In this way a 
polygamist would have but one of two things 
before him—flight, if he could get away, or the 
penitentiary. 
One word more: our opinion 
of the peculiar faith and practice of the ad­ 
herents of Brigham Young is simply that of 
all decent men und there is no need to set it 
down here at length. 
But, both for the sake 
of the valuable time it would use up and the 
endless complexities and scandals which it 
would Inevitably bring upon us, we object to 
long debate and severe law on the Mormon 
question. 
These uever mitigated the nuisance 
and never will. 
It is dying of itself, and we 
have ouly to continuo building railroads and 
keeping open the channels of emigration to 
wipe out the disgrace aud antagonize the re­ 
sults of polygamy within a half dozen year?. 
Law dill not abolish slavery; public opinion 
did it. 
So it will be with its twin socialistic 
sister.

shall be hereafter known as tbe National 
Bank Act of 1S64. 
Section 2. 
That section SI of the Nation­ 
al Bauk Act of 1864 be so amended that the 
several associations therein provided for shall 
not hereafter be required to keep on hand 
any amount of money whatever, by reaaon of 
the amount of their respective circulations, but 
the moneys required by said section lobe 
kept at all times on baud shall be determine*! 
by the amount of deposits in all respects as 
provided In said secliou, aud such national 
banking associations now organized or here­ 
after ti* be organised shall Keep und main­ 
tain as a part of its reserve one-fourth part 
of the coiu received by it as Interest on bonds 
of the Unite*!

U N ITED S I ATES CONGRESS. 


SEN A TE. 
Washington, May 6. 
Mr. PRATT, from the Committee of Pen­ 
sions, by unanimous consent, explained the 
provisions of the bill reported by him yester­ 
day amendatory of the act granting pensions 
to soldiers and sailors of the war ot 1812 and 
to restore to the pension rolls the names of 
those persons which were stricken therefrom 
in consequence or disloyalty. 
He said Con­ 
gress had granted 75,000.000 ucres of bounty 
lands to soldiers who had served in the sever­ 
al wars, exclusive of the late rebellion. 
It 
would require an appropriation of $6,000,000 
to meet the requirements of the present bill, 
exclusive of arrears. The bill has been agreed 
to by a majority of til? committee, but he 
(Pratt) was opposed to some of its firovisious. 
The Senate passed the bill to facilitaie the 
exportation of distilled spirits. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that when a new bond is given out al a

ort of exportation the original bond given at 
ie distillery may be cancelled and further re­ 
moves the restriclion that spirits must be con­ 
signed to a particular port, so that thereafter 
they may be shipped to the port mentioned 
or any other.

taxation in any form by or under state, muni­

down here at length. 
But, both for the sake 
of the valuable time it would use up and the 
endless complexities and scandals which it 
would Inevitably bring upon us, we object to 
long debate and severe law on the Mormon 
question. 
These uever mitigated the nuisance 
and never will. 
It is dying of itself, and we 
have only to continue building railroads and 
keeping open the channels of emigration to 
wipe out the disgrace and antagonize tbe re­ 
sults of polygamy within a half dozen years. 
Law did not abolish slavery; public opinion 
did it. 
So it will be with its twin socialistic 
sister. 


More than 100,000 people are reduced to 
destitution in lour southern states by the pre­ 
vailing floods.

S e c t io n 2. 
Tbat section 31 of the Nation­ 
al Bank Act of 1864 beso amended tbat the 
several associations therein provided for shall 
uot hereafter be required to keep on band 
any amount of money whatever, by reason of 
the amount of their respective circulations, but 
the moneys required by said section to b e 
kept at all times on baud shall be determined 
b y the amount of deposits in all respects as 
p ro v id e d In said section, and such uational 
b a n k in g associations now organized or here­ 
after to be organized shall Keep and main­ 
ta in as a p a r t of its reserve one-fourth part 
of th e coin received by it as interest, on bonds 
of th e United States, deposited as security for 
circulating notes or government deposits.

W a sh in g t o n, May 6. 
Mr. PRATT, from the Committee of Pen­ 
sions, by unanimous consent, explained tbe 
provisions of the bill reported by him yester­ 
day amendatory of tbe act granting pensions 
to soldiers and sailors of tbe war ol 1812 and 
to restore to the pension rolls the names of 
those persons which were stricken therefrom 
In consequence of disloyalty. 
He said Con­ 
gress had granted 75,000,000 acres of bonnty 
iands to soldiers who had served in the sever­ 
al wars, exclusive of the late rebellion. 
It 
would require an appropriation of $6,000,000 
to meet tbe requirements of the present bill, 
exclusive of arrears. The bill has been agreed 
to by a majority of the committee, but he 
(Pratt) was opposed to souio of Us provisions. 
The Senate passed the bill to facilitate the 
exportation of distilled spirits. 
The bill pro­ 
vides that when a new bond is given out at a 
port of exportation the original bond given at 
líe distillery may be caucelled and further re­ 
moves the restriction that spirits mu3t be con­ 
signed to a particular port, so that thereafter 
they may be shipped to Hie port mentioned 
or any other. 
Notice was giveu that the Geneva award 
bill would be called up to-morrow. 
After a brief executive session the Senate 
adjourned. 
HOUSE.

[Every law, unless a different tim e shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take eneci 
throughout th# State, on and not before the tw en­ 
tieth day after the day of its flual p aS sag e.asce r- 
tlfled by the Secretary of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.) 
CHAP. 143. 
AN ACT to authorize the form ation of corpora­ 
tions for the erection and keeping of hotels. 
P assed April 9, 1874. 
Tht People of tie Slatt of .Veto York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact cu foliote»: 
Section 1. At any tim e hereafter any five or 
more persons who may desire to form a company 
for the business of erecting buildings for hotel 
purposes or keeping hotels, or for either or both of 
such purposes, may make, sign and acknowledge, 
beiore some oincer com petent to take the acknow­ 
ledgm ent of deeds, ancl file in th e office of the 
clerk of the county in which the business of the 
company shall be carried on, and a duplicate there­ 
of in the office of the secretary of State, a certifi­ 
cate in writing; in which shall be stated the cor­ 
porate name of the said company and the object 
for which the company shall be formed; tbe am ount 
of the capital stock of the said company, which 
shall not oe less thau ten thousand dollars nor ex­ 
ceeding one million dollars; the term of Jts exlst- 
euce, not to exceed fifty y e a rs; the number of 
shares of which the stock shall co n sist; the num­ 
ber of trustees and their names, who shall manage 
the concerns of the said company for th ellrst year, 
and the name of the place iu which the operations 
of the said company are to be carried on. 
{ 2. When the certificate shall have been filed, 
as aforesaid, the persons who shall have signed and 
acknowledged the same, and their successors, shall 
be a body politic and corporate, In fact and In name, 
by the name stated In such certificate, and by th at 
nam e have succession, and shall be capable of 
suing and being sued lit auy of the courts of this 
S tate; and they and their successors may have a 
common seal, and may make and alter the same at 
pleasure; and they shall, by their corporate name, 
oe capable lu law of purchasing, holding, leasing 
and conveying any reat and personal estate what­ 
ever, which may be necessary to enable the said 
company to carry ou Its operations named in such 
certificate. 
5 3. The stock, property and concerns of such 
company shall be managed by not less tb$in three 
nor more thau nine trustees, who shall respective­ 
ly be stockholders in such company and citizens of 
tae United States, aud a m ajority of whom shall be 
citizens of tuts S u te, who shall, .ex cep t the first 
year, be auuuaby elected by tbe stockholders, at 
such time aud place as shall be directed by the by­ 
laws of the com pany; and public notice of the 
tim e aud place ot holding such election shall be 
published, not less than ten days previous ihereto, 
iu a newspaper printed in the town or city In which 
or nearest to the place where the operations of the 
said company shall be earned on, and the election 
shall be made by such of th# stockholders as shall 
attend for that purpose, either In person or b|~ 
proxy. Alt eleetious shall be by ballot, and eaci 
stockholder shall be eutitled to as many votes as he 
owns shares of stock lu the said company, and the 
persons receiving the greatest num ber of votes 
Hhall be trustees; and when auy vacancy shall 
happen among the trustees, bv death, resignation 
or otherwise, It shall be tilted for the rem ainder of 
the year in such manner as may be provided for by 
the by-laws of said company.

and servants that may be employed, for the ap­ 
pointm ent of all officers, aud for carrying on all 
Kinds of business within the objects and purposes 
of said company. 
} 8. The stock of such company shall be deemed 
personal estate, and shall be transferable in such 
inauuer as shall be prescribed by the by-laws of 
the company ; but no shares shall be transferable 
until all previous calls thereon shall have been 
fully paid In, or shall have been declared forfeited 
for the non-paym ent of calls thereon.

We hare two Judges, one 
Senator and one Congressmen, but none ol 
them indulge in games of chance. 
Upon the 
whole, Mr. Howard, you are a little too thin 
for this locality; aud we think you had better 
stay not on the order of your going, but go at 
once.

When Mr. Esruy had concluded, 
aud a hymn had becu sung, the Mayor was 
called upon and at once responded with a de­ 
cidedly earnest und sensible speech. 
He said 
we were Iii one of the phases to which the 
temperance cause bad been subject since its 
commencement, and theu went on to trace 
the progress of the cause from the time when 
it was the beigblb of the purpose of temper- 
auco men to secure moderation in drinking, 
through the Washing loo tan era to the license 
aud prohibitory (stages, uatil we had reached 
the present stage, which was uu entirely nov­ 
el one. 
This movement had started with the 
womeu iii Hie West, aud differed from others. 
They did not attempt to combine legal w^h 
moral suasion, but iustead refused to have 
anything to do with those who sought to con­ 
quer the evil by law; and Instead of using 
moral suasion.upon the drunkard, as iii for­ 
mer movements, they sought to enlighten the 
rum-seller. 
That ho considered the pith of 
the movement, und he thought the ladies of 
Ibis city should fully m akeup their minds in 
what direction they were going to work, 
and .then 
go ahead. 
The 
great point 
was to educate public sentiment and especially 
rumsellcrs. 
The latter were ignorant of the 
moral wrong involved in selling liquor. 
Ho 
himself, in talking with dealers in liquor, had 
said to them that if he were to sell liquor be 
would consider he was doing a great moral 
wrong; it was against bis code of morals. 
But in the eyes of the rumsellers it was uot 
wrong, and they considered you were inter­ 
fering with their rights of property when yon 
proposed to stop their business. 
You must 
educate these men, teach them their business 
was against the welfare of the community and 
against good morals. 
As regarded the en­ 
forcement of the law be was free to say he felt 
entirely at sea about the present license law, 
which seemed to have been framed purposely 
to reuder it nugatory. 
He had decisions and 
counter decisions, and what it m eant and 
what it didn’t mean it was impossible to dis­ 
cover. 
For himself ho held the opinion that 
if it is right for some men to sell liquor it is 
right for any, aud if it is wrong then no man 
should sell. 
He was opposed to* license law, 
aud didn't want anything to do with the en­ 
forcement of any. 
It should be enforced by 
those who believed in it, not by those whose 
sense of right it oflended. 
He didn’t want to 
be placed in adj office in which he was obliged 
to discriminate 
between persons wanting 
license to do what he thought was wrong. He 
closed by expressing his firm belief that, 
though the fruition of the hopes of temperance 
people was long delayed, 
It would surely 
come. 
The Mayor’s speech was very attentively 
listened to and warmly applauded. 
We have 
not attempted to give bls language, bu', 
only the main thoughts. 
After singing Mr. D. B. Abbey was called 
out, aud responded with a brief but pleasing 
speech. 
The meeting theu adjourned subject 
to the call of the ladies.

A D sclst's D e g ra d a tio n . 
Correspondence of the Middletown Mercury. 
H onesdale, Pa., April 27. 
A shocking occurrence in this place on Sat­ 
urday afternoon last, has made prominently 
public a case of domestic degradation and 
sqaalor the existence of which has long been 
known,* but wa3 never so disgustingly appar­ 
ent as now. 
The occurrence mentioned 
brings forward a family history unparalleled 
for sickening details, yet true in every pattie* 
Jar. 
Thirty-five or forty years ago there came to 
this place an Englishman by the name of John 
Harris. 
He opened an office aud hung out 
bls sign as a physician. 
He said that he had 
been forced to leavq bls native land on account 
of the active part he took in the Chartist 
movement, which culminated in such serious 
riots In 1835.. Duriug one of these outbreaks 
be said he had assaulted a prominent member 
of the nobility, and fled the country to save 
his life, leaving considerable properly which 
he said was confiscated. 
Ile had not been 
long here before he acquired an extended 
practice among certain classes, although it 
was plain to the majority of the better in 
formed that be was a charlatan and quack. 
After being here some time ho married a re 
spectable woman, by whom lie had several 
children. 
Some years ago, 
however, she 
found it impossible to live with him owing to 
harsh treatment, and she left bim. 
Harris 
subsequently procured a divorce from her on 
the ground of desertion, and she soon after 
ward was married again to a man named Wit 
Ham Harris, a cousin of Dr. Harris, with 
whom she is still living in Honesdale. 
.Mean 
time Dr. Harris had acquired considerable 
property, but the better class of his practice 
had fallen off, notwithstanding many marvel 
ous cures be was alleged to have brought 
about by the use of bis liniments and mix 
tures, and his invariable and incessant “ rub 
bing" process. 
Since he was divorced from his wife four 
other women have borne that relation to him 
at least in name—and he has been fallin 
lower and lower In the social scale. 
It is 
stated that he has been the father of twcuty 
five children, his living legitimate offspring by 
his first wife tieing all respectable and well-to- 
do members of society. 
Five or six years 
ago he found somewhere a half-witted, ignor­ 
ant woman, who, being then in single bless 
edness, he took as his wife. 
They have lived 
together ever since, and have had Uve chil 
dren. 
Two of these were twins. 
From the 
time they could walk “ Babby" und “sis*) 
Harris literally lived In the streets, pensioners 
on the bounties of the charitable. 
In all 
kinds of weather, half naked and filthy, bur­ 
rowing in garbage piles and wallowing in gut 
ters, these two really bright and intelligent 
children could be seen al all times, often with 
a smaller brother just able to walk, while 
their father ate his oysters, drank his beer, 
and sang his songs in saloons, or pored over 
old and rare books in his dingy, filthy den of 
au office, and their mother shuttled and droned 
iu rags and dirt about her dirtier house, a1 
ways with a child banging at each unwashed 
und never covered breast. 
Last fall “Susy" was taken sick, anil after 
a few days of unconsciousness, died amid the 
squalid surroundings, of brain fever, her fa 
ther said. 
Neighbors furnished decent gar 
rueuts for the grave clothes of tho neglected 
waif, and “ Bubby" was left alone in his street 
wanderings, with bis little brother, a child 
about three years old, who had been forced to 
learn to walk so young that his legs were 
bent out of shape. 
AII winter long these two 
infant pariahs excited the sympathies of the 
people of this place, by their pitiable appear 
ance as they wandered daily about, baud-in- 
band, exposed to Hic rigors of lite season. 
One morning a mouth or so ago, “ Bubby' 
was on the street alone, and it was found that 
his little bow-legged brother had becu found 
dead in his “bed” in the morning with his wet 
clothes on, bools and hat all ou, as he lay 
down for the night. 
Tile family of Dr. Harris was reduced to 
three children. 
One of these, about two 
years and a-lialf old, was a cripple and dumb, 
left so, the Doctor says, from an attack of 
black fever. 
This unfortunate little thing be­ 
ing unable to walk, had a small wooden chair, 
on the seat of which was a "cushion" formed 
of some old rags. 
lo this chair it was wont 
to sit hour after hour, amusing itself in va­ 
rious ways. 
Unable to make a noise, its 
Cli eag erer disturbed its parents. On Saturday 
afternoon last this child sat in Die kitchen iii 
its chair, in front of Hic stove. 
While it was 
playing, Mrs. Harris, as she says, with lier 
youngest child in her arms, went out to seek 
‘Bubby." Duriug lier absenco the Doctor 
hearJ extraordinary cries from the kitchen. 
He was in the front part of the house, and 
ran back to the kitchen lo Und it filled with 
smoke, aud the crippled infant on its hands 
and kuces on Hic floor, enveloped in flames. 
How long it bad been burning ll was impos­ 
sible lo say, but a large space was burned 
in 
tho floor, 
and 
the little chair on 
which the child sat was nearly consumed. The 
little cripple was unable to move away, but 
the intensity of its agony had forced It to utter 
indescribable cries of unguisb. 
The Doctor 
extinguished the flames, and found his child 
horned almost lo a crisp from her fest to lier 
forehead. 
A fire alarm being sounded the 
house was soon filled with people. 
Among 
them was Dr. It. U. Gibbons. 
Ile found Dr. 
Harris moaning over the poor child, cursing 
the negligence of his wife, and all the time 
{touring on the raw aud quivering wounds of 
Hie burned child his fiery liniment, and rub­ 
bing it In with all his strength, great patches 
of skit! peeling off and rolling up uuder his 
baud. 
Dr. Gibbous remonstrated with Lim, 
aud begged him lo let the child die as easy as 
possible, as die It must. Dr. Harris thereupon 
•truck Dr. Gibbous, and kicked him out of the 
bouse. 
Tbs child died in the greatest agony 
in about an hour. 
It was buried ou Monday. 
The charge gaining ground that Dr. Harris 
bad set fire to the child to burn it up, Coroner 
Fatmor ordered an Inquest, but no evidence 
was obtained that sustained in the least the 
horrible charge. 


I was in the bouse after the burning. I have 
heard of and seen the abodes of poverty and 
degradation, but never witnessed anything 
worse among them than the borne of Dr. Har­ 
ris—a man who refuses a fortune for the prop­ 
erty ho owns, and beasts of intelligence and 
learning. 
The house is a two-story frame, on 
the corner of Second and Eighth streets,oppo­ 
site Hie imposing mansion of Z. II. Russell, 
Esq. It is of decent appearance enough on the 
outside, but the inletior! On the first floor 
are four large rooms—two front, two back. 
One front room is the "parlor," the other the 
doctor’s office. 
The wails are covered a quar­ 
ter of an inch deep with dirt aud soot. 
The 
parlor contained nothing but a cotnmou table. 
On this lay the mutilated body or the child 
prepared for burial. 
Its litUo knees were 
drawn up almost to its chin; a uigbt-gowu of 
coarse mnslin was its shroud, and over all was 
thrown a dirty sheet. 
It b y in full sight of 
passers byon the street, as no curtains shield­ 
ed the windows. 
The kitchen was still dir­ 
tier than the “parlor." The floors were coat­ 
ed thick with dirt, and the walls discolored 
with smoke. 
Something boiling on the stove 
gave forth a sickening smell. 
The floor was 
wet as if there bad been an attem pt at scrub­ 
bing. The upper rooms words fail to describe. 
Filth—horrid Aith—covered the floors. 
Two 
bedsteads, ricketty with age, I saw, but no 
beds. 
Piles of straw were in the rooms, but 
whether it is on these the family sleep I can­ 
not say. 
I did not sco the Doctor’s office; 
that, it is said, is the worst place of all. 
A 
person calling there once fouud a quarter of 
beef and several human skulls lying together 
on an old table, while the other surroundings 
were correspondingly neat aud cheerful. 
All 
this in one of the finest locations in Hones­ 
dale, surrounded by tho wealth and culture of 
the place. 


After tho death of tho last child, Dr. Harris 
charged his wife with being its murderer, by 
her neglect of it, aud threatened to hang her. 
After the funeral, the poor, half-witted mother 
of this man’s children was afraid to remain 
longer in his house, and with her baby in her 
arms and “Bubby” by the hand she wandered 
Into the streets seeking shelter. 
She anil her 
children were placed in the county Jail on 
Monday uight, and Tuesday they were taken 
to the alms house, where they will know for 
the first time the comforts of a home. 
One of Dr. Harris’ wives died some years 
ago and left him a baby a few days old. 
This 
he kept in a bureau drawer in his office, among 
bottles, bones, ic ., feeding it with a spoon, 
and leaving it to itself while be was* absent. 
Fortunately it did uot live long. 
A year or two ago the small pox excitement 
was stirring in Honesdale, and vaccination 
was general. 
Children were inoculated at 
the schools, and in some way “Bubby" and 
“Sissy” Harris were vaccinated. 
When the 
father found it out, ho tore the scabs from 
their arms and rubbed Ids fiery liniment into 
the wounds “ to lake the poison out.” 
Some years ago a man in this place was 
bitten by a rattlesnake. 
Tbs virus spread so 
swiftly through his system that ho became 
fearfully swollen aud discolored, and all the 
physicians said he must die. 
Dr. Harris de 
dared he could euro him. 
lie took the man 
alone in his ofilse, allowing no oue to enter 
with them. 
What he did neither the man 
nor the Doctor would ever tell:tbe latter came 
out after two or three hours, cured, aud he 
lived for years—long enough to forget ta pay 
Dr. Harris for saving bls life. 
Columns might be written, made up of aim 
liar actions, of this Dr. Harris, but this chap­ 
ter is long enough and shocking enough a1 
ready. 
With all his neglect to his family,and 
low, degrading manner of living, there are 
those who have faitli iu Lim as a physician 
and oven after the last shocking occurrence 
at Ids house, by which his last brood of Hie 
gitmate children is reduced to two, lie will 
doubtless have calls to-morrow to “rub" dis 
ease away from many patients.

D. Far 
rand, of the tipper part of the city, a descrip 
lion of which we gave some time ago, is very 
successful and has been introduced on several 
railroads in New England. 
A trial was made 
a short Unit* ago on the Concord Railroad, 
when the arrester was found to work admira­ 
bly, so that no spark! or cinders were thrown 
from the smokestack. 
An improvement has 
been made so that the soot and cinders aro 
arced baculum Hie firebox and consumed, 
thereby lessening Hie consumption of coal, 
besides pretty t tactually getting rid of the 
cinders. 
Perhaps it would do well to try this 
arrester on some of our railroads, and then 
Hie {icrsons whose fate it is lo reside near 
the track will not have llrair property de­ 
stroyed—’.heir houses anil crops burned by the 
cinders thrown from the locomotive#.

A large building is rising ou the corner of 
Cortlandt and Church streets, New York, for 
the occupancy of the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company. 
The structure will have a 
frontage of 143 feet on Cortlandt and a depth 
of 105 feet on Church street. 
It will lie six 
•tories in height, including tho basement, 
which is on a level with the street. 
The 
walls of Hie cellar, which are of granite, are 
very thick, and calculated to sustain the great 
weight of Hie building. 
The basement is 
faced with Nova Scotia stone, anil above this 
point the structure is of Baltimore brick, with 
Nova Scotia stone trimmings at the base and 
lop of the windows. 
The sixth story is in a 
ranch roof, anil will be covered both on the 
top aud faces with slate. 
The principal en­ 
trance on Cortlandt street, 12 feet wide by 20 
feet high, is faced on each side bv a rouud 
column of blue Quincy granite, with capitals 
and basos of white Italian marble, the whole 
carrying an ornamental pediment of Nova 
Scotia stone. 
Over the main entrance will be 
Inscribed the words “Coal aud Iron Ex­ 
change." The basement, with entrances on 
both street#, consists of amati offices, averag* 
12 feet in the clear. 
Entering the build­ 
ing by the broad stairway, and turning to the 
right, al the bead of the first flight tho offices 
of the Delaware A Hudson Cunal Company 
are reached. 
The large room, occupying the 
entire western half deep, with only four piers, 
19 feet in height, of the floor, will be 57.6 feet 
broad aud 98 feet sustaining the ceiling. 
Tho 
piers will have ornamental granite caps. The 
eastern part of this floor will bo divided into 
large offices for rent. 
The kitchen anil din­ 
ing rooms for the employees of tho company 
will be located in the rear of this floor. 
Two 
elevators will carry passengers from Hie base­ 
ment to the lop story. 
The second, third, 
fourth aud fifth fleers above the basement will 
each be divided into thirteen offices ranging 
size from 20 by 30 feet to 28 by 30 feet, 
The entire bedding is fire-proof, no cast iron 
beiug used in any part of the floors or walls. 
Especial care has been given to the proper 
heating and ventilation of Hie edifice. 
The 
cost of the building will be $825,000. 
Rich­ 
ard M. Hunt is the architect, and the build- 
is under the supervision of Edward E. 
Rabt. 
Tho work is being done on the per­ 
centage plan. 
The building will bo a very 
conspicuous addition to the buildings of tho 
lower part of the city.— All/any Argun.

ANOTH ER STIRRING TEM PERANCE 
M EETING IN RONDOCT. 
Speeches by Mr. Esruy, Mayor I.int!»- 
Icy and Mr. Abbey. 
The lecture room of the Rondout M. E. 
Church was pretty well filled ou Wednesday 
evening, the larger portiou of the meeting 
being composed of ladies. 
Some decidedly 
line singing was done by the Measrs. Tripp 
and McKown, and there was also some 
good congregational singing, led by Mr. Ad­ 
ams.Mr. lis ray delivered a bright aud witty 
speech, during which Mayor Lindaley entered 
the room. When Mr. Esray had couciuded, 
aud a hymn had been sung, the Mayor was 
called upon and at once responded with a de­ 
cidedly earnest and sensible speech. He said 
we were in one of the phases to which the 
temperance cause had been subject since its 
commencement, and then went on to trace 
the progress of the cause from the time when 
it w as the heighth oí the purpose of temper- 
auco men to secure moderation in drinking, 
through the Washiugtoaiau era to the license 
and prohibitory ¡stages, until we had reached 
the present stage, which was an entirely nov­ 
el one. This movement had started with the 
women in the West, aud differed from others. 
They did not attempt to combine legal wjjh 
moral suasion, but instead refused to have 
anything to do with those who sought to con­ 
quer the evil by law; and instead of using 
moral suasion.upon the drunkard, as iu for­ 
mer movements, they sought to enlighten the 
rum-seller. That he considered the pith of 
the movement, and he thought the ladies of 
this city should fully makeup their minds in 
what direction they were going to work, 
and .then go ahead. 
The great point 
was to educatepublic sentiment and especially 
rumsellers. The latter were ignorant of the 
moral wrong involved in selling liquor. Ho 
himself, in talking with dealers in liquor, had 
said to them that if he. were to sell liquor he 
would consider he was doing a great moral 
wrong; it was against his code of morals. 
But in the eyes of the rumsellers it was not 
wrong, and they considered you were inter­ 
fering with their rights of property when you 
proposed to stop their business. You must 
educate these men, teaeh them their business 
was against the welfare of the community and 
against good morals. As regarded the en­ 
forcement of the law he was free to say be felt 
entirely at sea about the present license law, 
which seemed to have been framed purposely 
to render it nugatory. He had decisions and 
counter decisions, and what it meant and 
what it didn’t mean it was impossible lo dis­ 
cover. For himself bo held the opinion that 
if it is right for some men to set! liquor it it 
right for any, and if it is wrong then no man 
should sell. He was opposed to a license law, 
and didn’t want anything to do with the en­ 
forcement of any. It should be enforced by 
those who believed in it, not by those whose 
sense of right it offended. He didn’t want to 
be placed in any office In which he was obliged 
to discriminate between persons wantin, 
license to do what he thought was wrong. He 
closed by expressing his firm belief that, 
though the fruition of the hopes of temperance 
people was long delayed, it would surely 
come. 
The Mayor’s speech was very attentively 
listened to and warmly applauded. We have 
not attempted to give bi9 language, bu 
only the main thoughts. 
After singing Mr. D. B. Abbey was called 
out, aud responded with a brief but pleasing 
speech. The meeting then adjourned subject 
to the call of the ladies. 
A Quarantined Bant lu the Hudson. 
Health Officer Burton of Troy’ was called 
on the other day to quarantine his first boat 
In the Hudson. A schooner arrived from 
Florida load^jvijMy lumber. It came from an 
infected port, and was discharged from quar­ 
antine on agreement of the captain with the 
quarantine officer that on arrival at Troy the 
health officer of the city should make an iu- 
speetlon of the schooner beforo it landed. On 
reaching Troy the boat anchored in mid-river, 
and a small boat was sent ashore for Dr. Bur­ 
ton. He examined the case, found the 
schooner free from contagious diseases, and 
authorized the captain to land and nnload a 
portion of her cargo.—Albany Express.

A Doctor’* Degradation. 
Correspondence ol the Middletown Mercury. 
H okesdale, Pa., April 27. 
A shocking occurrence in this place on Sat­ 
urday afternoon last, has made prominently 
public a case of domestic degradation and 
squalor the existence of which has long been 
known,* but was never so disgustingly appar­ 
ent as now. 
The occurrence mentioned 
brings forward a family history unparalleled 
for sickening details, yet true in every partic- 
lar.Thirty-five or forty years ago there came to 
this place an Englishman by the name of John 
Harris. He opened an office and hung out 
his sign as a physician. He said that he had 
been forced to leave his native land on account 
of the active part he took in the Chartist 
movement, which culminated in such serious 
riots in 1835.. During one of these outbreaks 
he said he had assaulted a prominent member 
of the nobility, and fled the country to save 
his life, leaving considerable properly which 
he said was confiscated. He bad not been 
long here before he acquired au extended 
practice among certain classes, although it 
was plain to the majority of the better in­ 
formed that he was a charlatan and quack. 
After being here some time he married a re- 
•pectable woman, by whom he had several 
children. 
Some years ago, however, she 
found it impossible to live with him owing to 
harsh treatment, and she left him. 
Harris 
subsequently procured a divorce from her on 
the ground of desertion, and she soon after­ 
ward wa3 married again to a man named Wil­ 
liam Harris, a cousin of Dr. Harris, with 
whom she is still living in Honesdale. Mean­ 
time Dr. Harris had acquired considerable 
property, but the better clas3 of his practice 
had fallen off, notwithstanding many marvel­ 
ous cures he was alleged to have brought 
about by the use of his liuiments and mix­ 
tures, and his invariable and iuce33ant “rub­ 
bing" process. 
Since he was divorced from his wife four 
other women have borne that relation to him 
—at least in name—and he has been falling 
lower and lower in the «ocial scale. It is 
stated that he has been the father of twenty- 
five children, his living legitimate offspring by 
his first wife being all respectable and well-to- 
do members of society. Five or six years 
ago he found somewhere a half-witted, ignor­ 
ant woman, who, being then in single bless­ 
edness, he took as his wife. They have lived 
together ever since, and have had five chil­ 
dren. Two of these were twins. From the 
time they could walk “Bubby” and “Sissy” 
Harris literally lived in the streets, pensioners 
on the bounties of the charitable. In all 
kinds of weather, half naked and filthy, bur­ 
rowing in garbage piles and wallowing in gut­ 
ters, these two really bright and intelligent 
children could bo seen at all time3, often with 
smaller brother just able to walk, while 
their father ate bis oysters, drank hi3 beer, 
and sang his songs in saloons, or pored over 
old and rare books iu his dingy, filthy den of 
au office, and their mother shuffled and droned 
iu rags and dirt about her dirtier house, al­ 
ways with a child hanging at each unwashed 
and never covered breast. 
Last fall “Sissy” was taken sick, and after 
a few days of unconsciousness, died amid the 
squalid surroundings, of brain fever, her fa­ 
ther said. Neighbors furnished decent gar­ 
ments for the grave clothes of tho neglected 
waif, and “Bubby” was left alone in his street 
wanderings, with his little brother, a child 
about three years old, who had been forced to 
learn to walk so young that his leg3 were 
bent out of shape. All winter long these two 
infant pariahs excited the sympathies of tho 
people of this place, by their pitiable appear­ 
ance as they wandered daily about, hand-in- 
hand, exposed to the rigors of the season. 
One morning a mouth or so ago, “Bubby” 
was on the street alone, and it was found that 
his little bow-legged brother had been found 
dead in his “bed” in the morning with his wet 
clothes on, boots and hat all ou, as he lay 
down for the night. 
The family of Dr. Harris was reduced lo 
three children. One of these, about two 
year» and a-half old, wa3 a cripple and dumb, 
left so, tho Doctor says, from au attack of 
black fever. This unfortunate little tliiug be­ 
ing unable to walk, had a small wooden chair, 
on the seat of which was a “cushion” formed 
of some old rags. In this chair it was wont 
to sit hour after hour, amusing itself in va­ 
rious ways. Unable to make a noise, its 
cries.never disturbed it3 parents. Ou Saturday 
afternoon last this child sat in the kitchen in 
its chair, in front of the stove. While it was 
playing, Mrs. Harris, as she says, with her 
youngest child in her arms, went out to seek 
“Bubby.” During her absence the Doctor 
heard extraordinary cries from the kitchen. 
He was in the front part of the house, and 
ran back to the kitchen to find it filled with 
smoke, aud the crippled infant on its hands 
and knees on the floor, enveloped in flames. 
How long it had been burning it was impos­ 
sible to say, but a large space was burned 
in tho floor, 
and 
the little chair on 
which the child sat was nearly consumed. The 
little cripple was unable to move away, but 
the intensity of its agony had forcad it to utter 
indescribable cries of anguish. The Doctor 
extinguished the flames, and found liis child 
burned almost to a cri3D from her feet to her 
forehead. A fire alarm being sounded the 
house was soon filled with people. Among 
them was Dr. R. U. Gibbons. He found Dr. 
Harris moaning over the poor child, cursing 
the negligence of his wife, and all the time 
pouring on the raw and quivering wounds of 
the burned child his fiery liniment, and rub­ 
bing it In with all his strength, great patches 
of skin peeling off and rolllug up under his 
hand. Dr. Gibbons remonstrated with him, 
and begged him to let the child die a3 easy as 
possible, as die it must. Dr. Harris thereupon 
«truck Dr. Gibbons, and kicked him out of the 
house. The child died in the greatest agony 
in about an hour. It wa3 buried on Monday. 
The charge gaining ground that Dr. Harris 
had set fire to the child to burn it up, Coroner 
Patmor ordered an inquest, but no evidence 
was obtained that sustained in the least the 
horrible charge. 
I was in the house after the burning. I have 
heard of and seen the abodes of poverty and 
degradation, but never witnessed anything 
worse among them than the homo of Dr. Har­ 
ris—a man who refuses a fortune for the prop­ 
erty ho owns, and boasts of intelligence and 
learning. The house is a two-story frame, on 
the corner of Second and Eighth streets,oppo 
sit* the imposing mansion of Z. II. Russell, 
Esq. It is of decent appearance enough on the 
outside, but the interior! On the first floor 
are four large rooms—two front, two back 
One front room is the “parlor,” the other the 
doctor’s office. Tb8 walls are covered a quar­ 
ter of an inch deep with dirt aud soot. Tho 
parlor contained nothing but a common table. 
On this lay the mutilated body of the child 
prepared for burial. 
Its little kuees were 
drawn up almost to its chin; a nigbt-gowu of 
coarse mnslin was its shroud, and over all was 
thrown a dirty sheet. It lay in full sight of 
pas»ers by on the street, as no curtains shield­ 
ed the windows. The kitchen was still dir­ 
tier than tho “parlor.” The floors were coat­ 
ed thick with dirt, and the walls discolored 
with smoke. Something boiling on the stove 
gave forth a sickening smell. The floor was 
wet as if there had been an attempt at scrub­ 
bing. The upper rooms words fail to describe. 
Filth—horrid filth—covered the floors. Two 
bedsteads, ricketty with age, I saw, but no 
beds. Piles of straw were in the room3, but 
whether it is on these the family sleep I can 
not say. I did not see the Doctor’s office 
that, it is said, is the worst place of all. j 
person calling there once found a quarter of 
beef and several human skulls lying together 
on an old table, while the other surroundings 
were correspondingly neat and cheerful. All 
this in one of the finest locations in Hones 
dale, suirounded by tho wealth and culture of 
the place. 


After tho death of Ike la3t child, Dr. Harris 
charged his wife with being its murderer, by 
her neglect of it, aud threatened to hang her. 
After the funeral, the poor, half-witted mother 
of this man’s childron was alraid to remaiu 
longer in his house, and with her baby in her 
arms and “Bubby” by the hand she wandered 
into the streets seeking shelter. She and her 
children were placed in the county jail on 
Monday night, and Tuesday they were taken 
to the alms house, where they will know for 
the first time the comforts of a home. 
Oue of Dr. Harris’ wive3 died some years 
ago and left him a baby a few days old. This 
he kept in a bureau drawer in his office, among 
bottles, bones, &c., feeding it with a spoon, 
and leaving it to itself while he was" absent. 
Fortunately it did not live long. 
A year or two ago the smallpox excitement 
was stirring in Honesdale, and vaccination 
was general. Children were inoculateu at 
the schools, aud in some way “Bubby” and 
“Sissy” Harris were vaccinated. 
When the 
father found it out, he tore the scabs from 
their arni3 aud rubbed his fiery liuiment into 
the wounds “to take the poison out.” 
Some years ago a man in this place was 
bitten by a rattlesnake. The virus spread so 
swiftly through hi3 system that he became 
fearfully swollen aud discolored, and all the 
physicians said he mu3t die. 
Dr. narris de­ 
clared he could cure him. lie took the man 
alone in his offlac, allowing no one to enter 
with them. What he did neither the man 
nor the Doctor would ever tell:the latter came 
out after two or three hours, cured, aud he 
lived for years—long enough to forget to' pay 
Dr. Harris for saving his life. 
Columns might be written, made up of sim­ 
ilar actions, of this Dr. Harris, but this chap­ 
ter is long enough and shocking enough al­ 
ready. With all liis neglect to his family,and 
low, degrading manner of living, there are 
those who have faith in him as a physician, 
and even after the last shocking occurrence 
at his house, by which liis last brood of ille- 
gitmate children is reduced to two, he will 
doubtless have calls to-morrow to “rub” dis­ 
ease away from many patients.

T he FurrundL Spark A rrester. 
Tiie Farrand spark arrester for locomotives 
on railroads, invented by Col. Win. D. Far­ 
rand, of the upper part of the city, a descrip­ 
tion of which we gave some time ago, is very 
successful and has been introduced on several 
railroads in New England. A trial was made 
a short time ago on the Concord Railroad, 
when the arrester was found to work admira­ 
bly, so that no sparks or cinders were thrown 
from the smokestack. An improvement has 
been made so that tho soot and cinders aro 
rorced backñnto the firebox and consumed, 
thereby lessening the consumption of coal, 
besides pretty effectually getting rid of the 
cinders. Perhaps it would do well to try this 
arrester ou some of our railroads, and then 
the persons whose fate it is lo reside near 
the track will not have their property de­ 
stroyed—'.heir houses and crops burned by the 
cinders thrown from the locomotives. 


A Capacious Pocket. 
On the up trip yesterday afternoon of the 
steamboat Eagle there was an aged lady pas- 
«enger, who came ashore at Hudson. 
The 
polite Captain, Mr. Rogers, as usual stood at 
the gangway to collect tickets, and when the 
old lady cam* along he asked for the paste­ 
board, but »!ie could not find it, aud at once 
began a »earch for the ticket, in the course of 
the search disclosing the most capacious pock­ 
et we ever beheld.

Tin: 9 . A II. Canal Company’» New 
Uuildiuc iu New York. 
A large building is rising ou tho corner of 
Corllaudt and Church streets, New York, for 
the occupancy of the Delaware & Hudson 
Canal Company. The structure will have a 
frontage of 113 feet on Cortlandt and a depth 
of 105 feet on Church street. It will be six 
stories in height, including the basement, 
which is on a level with the street. The 
walls of tho cellar, which arc of granite, are 
very thick, and calculated to sustain the great 
weight of the building. The basement is 
faced with Nova Scotia stone, and above thi3 
point the structure is of Baltimore brick, with 
Nova Scotia stone trimmings at the base and 
top of the windows. The sixth story is in a 
French roof, and will be covered both on the 
top and faces with slate. The principal en­ 
trance on Cortlandt street, 12 feet wide by 20 
feet high, is faced oil each side bv a rouud 
column of blue Quincy granite, with capitals 
and base3 of white Italian marble, the whole 
carrying an ornamental- pediment of Nova 
Scotia stone. Over the main entrance will be 
inscribed the words “Coal and Iron Ex­ 
change.” The basement, with entrances on 
both streets, consists of small offices, averag­ 
ing 12 feet in the clear. Entering the build­ 
ing by the broad stairway, and turning to the 
right, at the bead of the first flight the offices 
of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company 
are reached. The large room, occupying the 
entire western half deep, with only four pier3, 
19 feet in height, of the floor, will be 57.6 feet 
broad and 98 feet sustaining the ceiling. Tho 
piers will have ornameutal granite caps.

The 
cost of the building will be $825,000. Rich­ 
ard M. Hunt is the architect, and the build­ 
ing is under the supervision of Edward E. 
Rabt. The work is being done on the per­ 
centage plan. The building will be a very 
conspicuous addition to the buildings of the 
lower part of tho city.— Albany Argus.
